Prof. Raymond Dodge, a distinguished American psychologist, 
announces that there is no such thing as unselfishness. 
All peo­ 
ple, even patriots and m artyrs, he explains, are selfish in the last 
analysis. 
That is to say, even in their acts performed for others, in ap- 
parent self-sacrifice, they are doing whut they want to do—doing 
the things that give them most satisfaction. The m artyr would 
rather sacrifice himself for a cause than refrain from sacrificing 
himself. 
Hence, the professor argues, what seems like self-ab­ 
negation is really only a higher form of selfishness. 
„ 
We are permitted to distinguish between different grades of The mon cam*- ail th** way to New 
selfishness, it seems; but that is till. Everything is selfishness, th e 1 Ynrk 10 
n,,‘ ,1lt " an(1 h,ou*ht 
difference being simply a m atter of degree. Deliberate injury to 
others is very selfish. Deliberate service of others or benefit to 
others is less selfish—it verges on the altruistic—but it is all 
selfish just the same, because it really benefits ourselves, and be­ 
cause it is what we prefer to do. 
Believe it or not—the professor makes a good argument. Ami 
one phase of it deserves more attention than it is likely to re­ 
ceive. 
It is the suggestion that people, no m atter how they are 
acting or doing, are probably “doing the things they want to do 
the most. 
Most persons will not readily adnTTt this. They will argue they 
really want to do something other than what they are doing 
th at they would prefer a different occupation oi a different course 
of life. But would they ? 
The conclusive answer seems to be found in the fact that they 
continue doing what they are doing. 
That in itself shows their 
choice, conscious or unconscious, 
lf they actually preferred a 
different course of life, wouldn’t they choose it?

knows when a cat or dog will scratch or bite. 
Lut one does know that these little snakes will 
never do either one. 
“I can’t remember a time when I did not have 
a snake for a pet. 
You see. father has a studio 
at home and there he makes various experiments 
with reptiles. 
I guess I got lived to seeing them 
about when I was a baby. 
Father taught ma 
which U'ere dangerous and which were safe, and 
many a time I have been in the studio with him, 
even when I was a very little girl, when he was 
working with a very poisonous snake. 
I was 
taught not to step on such a specimen nor to 
touch it, and also taught that these would rarely 
attack a person unless provoked. That is a thing 
many people don’t know, and I think that is one 
reason why many are afraid. 
People think that 
a snake will make the first move for an attack, 
tu t this is not so. 
It is only rarely that a snake 
does this 
In fact, they are timid. 
“No, I do not think I shall ever make a serious 
study of reptiles or become expert In them. 
Snakes do not appeal to me in the way that they 
do to father. But I have naturally learned a great 
deal about them, and I Uke them. 
Many people 
have said they think it dreadful for a young girl 


Is prejudiced in their favor. 
He explains the 
liking of the average child for a snake in a very 
logical manner. 
“Children,” paid Mr. Ditmars, “are not, as a 
Tule, afraid of snakes. 
It is not until they have 
been warned of dangers that they become, timid. 
It seems to me that in schools, especially country 
schools, more could well be taught about reptiles. 
Economically snakes are of great value to the 
country, fur they destroy many creatures and in­ 
sects that damage crops. 
Harmless snakes of 
this variety ought not to be killed, but when a 
boy, or an adult, Is ignorant of this they kill 
snakes indiscriminately. 
Teach boys and girls 
the economic value of snakes, and also teach them 
which ones are poisonous arid which are not. 


Why Children Like Snakes 


“I think the reason that children like snakes 
is because they are active. All little ones delight 
in mechanical toys. A snake, to a young child, is 
just like a mechanical toy, only it does not have 
to be wound up.

on Insects and slugs that would destroy grains 
and vegetables.
